[FBIS Translated Text] [Soglo} Correspondents [words 
indistinct] at the Palace of the Benin Republic: You 
know it is the tradition for us to meet with you on the 
eve of a big summit such as that of the Francophone 
community. It is also the tradition for the new country 
that holds the chairmanship, which is currently Benin, 
and the president of the country chosen to host the next 
summit, to take part in the news conference, as well as 
France and Canada, our two big partners. It is in keeping 
with this tradition that we have gathered here today to 
answer your questions. You closely followed the summit 
which was held under the theme of confirmation and 
confidence. It was also a summit which launched an 
offensive. We are, therefore, very pleased that you were 
privileged witnesses to the event. 


On behalf of the Beninese Government and people, we 
wish to thank you for turning up in large riumbers 
for this news conference. Yo. know that we faced a 
formidable challenge: We had absolutely nothing when 
we submitted our candidacy in Chaillot, France, to 
host the summit. People were wondering whether we 
were Out of our mind. Fortunately, with the assistance, 
support, and tolerance of all our friends, we did our 
utmost to meet the challenge. As one doyen among 
our heads of state once said, we will try to bend over 
backwards to enable you to follow what is happening 
in our big family. 


Once again, I am counting on your tolerance to 1orgive 
our inevitable weaknesses and shortcomings, but you 
have before you a developing country, a country which 
is also following the path of democracy. I believe all 
these factors contribute to the strength and uniqueness 
of the Francophone community. That is all I have to 
say by way of introduction. I thank you once again for 
coming to this small, backwater of a country on the 
Gulf of Guinea which, with your assistance, will now 
be highlighted on the map of the world. That is all I 
want to say. Now, we are ready to answer any question 
you might want to ask those of us here on the platform. 
Thank you very much. You have the floor.

{Unidentified moderator] Please use the microphone and 
introduce yourselves. 


[Sadeck] I would like to introduce myself. I am Boris 
Sadeck, correspondent for MAURITANIE NOU- 
VELLE, a daily. 


[Unidentified moderator] MAURITANIE NOU VELLE? 


{[Sadeck] Yes, it is an independent daily. President 
Chirac, you have tried to dispel the fears of your African 
counterparts on France’s policy of military disengage- 
ment from Africa. However, we still do not know the 
economic and financial efforts you intend to make, par- 
ticularly, in regard to your Beninese counterpart’s re- 
quest for a Marshal Plan for Africa. Thank you. 


[Chirac, laughing] Before answering the question from 
your Mauritanian colleague, | would like to say that 
this summit was extremely well organized. I would, 
therefore, like to thank the Beninese president, who 
put his whole heart, his experience, competence, and 
knowledge of international affairs at the service of the 
Francophone community by organizing the Cotonou 
summit, which was a great success in all respects, 
and this was largely due to his efforts. However, I do 
not wish to underestimate the role played by another 
Beninese, Chairman Zinsou, who was a member of the 
Permanent Council of the Francophone community up 
until the end of this year, that is up until a few days 
ago, when he handed over to Vietnamese Vice President 
Binh. He also gave the best of himself, and we owe him 
a lot too. 


The summit was a fraternal one, as has always been 
the case for all our Francophone summits. It was also 
a very positive one considering the scope of decisions 
made on reforming our institutions and appointing for 
Our institution a political secretary general, in the most 
noble sense of the word, who will be elected in Hanoi. 
The summit was also very positive considering the 
issues discussed, especially those on basic education 
in mother tongues and French, and on a broader level, 
considering issues on the furtherance of rule of law, 
which is necessary for the establishment of confidence, 
which developing countries need. 


Finally, the summit was very positive considering 
discussions on development problems, which brings me 
to your Mauritanian colleague’s question. France is 
now waging a strong campaign to oppose the major 
industrialized countries, which find the idea of the 
withdrawal of development aid attractive. We are trying 
to explain to such countries that it is their moral 
obligation and in their own political interest to assume 
the responsibility of solidarity. Exclusion is no more 
acceptable on state levels than it is for citizens.

To this end, France has placed development issues first 
on the agenda of the G-7 summit scheduled to be held 
in Lyons, France, in June. It has also, for the first time, 
decided to invite the World Bank chairman, the IMF 
director general, and the UN secretary general to take 
part in the Lyons G-7 summit. France is working hard 
to find solutions to the reforms that it is seeking, and 
which it will end up by obtaining, just as it obtained 
an acceptable agreement at the eighth summit of the 
European Development Fund, the reforms within the 
International Development Association, and the IMF 
structural adjustment funds created at France’s initiative 
at the G-7 summit in Venice a few years ago, which also 
need to be reformed. Regarding France’s participation in 
bilateral aid, it has confirmed that despite the difficulties 
it is currently facing, it will continue its efforts at 
development and bilateral cooperation. I think that is 
what I can say about France’s position, Mr. President. 


[Unidentified correspondent] Mr. President, you wrote 
in your book, France For All, that the European Union is 
an irreplaceable perspective for France, but it is not the 
only perspective. Did the decisions of the sixth summit 
help France to show the other dimension of its foreign 
policy, the dimension of the Francophone community? 


[Chirac] Yes, that goes without saying. On other global 
issues, France has several priorities and, of course, this 
includes the European priority, with the building of the 
European Union. There is no need for me to elaborate 
on that. France also has its priorities concerning the 
Francophone community. France is, and will remain, 
a Francophone activist — that is, it will work toward 
the creation of a community for Francophone political 
solidarity. This is because the future of the Francophone 
family and the French language depend on it. Above all, 
it will work toward the rejection of a single culture or 
the siandardization of the global culture, which appears 
to be a great danger for our planet. It is in that spirit that 
we made our appeal in Cotonou, which is also aimed at 
those who use a different, great lingua franca. 


Concerning new media, that is the world communication 
networks, we also call on the Arab-speaking, Spanish- 
speaking countries, those who speak the major common 
languages, mainly Hindu, Russian, Chinese, Japanese, 
and some others to be mobilized in order not to fall 
into the trap of easy means which would be the trap 
leading to decline and the formation of a single culture, 
a Situation that would result in the gradual disappearance 
of major common languages and mother tongue, and 
thus, the beginning of nations’ decline. That is why, 
as you can see, we are also fighting for a multilingual 
policy in all countries, that is preserving and developing 
mother tongues which are also an essential element 
in the cultural riches of a nation and, therefore, of 
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the international community. Finally, France has other 
priorities. It has and should have a Mediterranean 
policy. It should have an Arab policy and an active 
policy toward the major emerging continents like Asia 
and Latin America. France’s objective is to be present 
everywhere in the worid. 


[France-2 correspondent (Sidi Para)] (Sidi Para) of 
France-2: Mr. President, do you regret that there was 
no mention of Algeria in the final resolution, first to 
commend the holding of the presidential election and 
second, since the Francophone community is by and 
large taking on a political role, is it possible to take any 
steps to encourage Algeria to join the group of countries 
which have French as a common language? 


[Soglo] I think the political issue obviously does not 
concern Benin. However, regarding the Francophone 
community, it is true that French is widely spoken in 
Algeria, so it is up to the Algerian authorities to make 
any decision on that. We have a very clear wish on the 
matter: We think that once the domestic turmoil blows 
over, we will, since we currently hold the chairmanship 
of the Francophone community, establish contact with 
the Algerian authorities so that they decide under which 
conditions they would like to join in the deliberations 
of this big family. 


As President Chirac stated, there are no exclusions. On 
the contrary, I think it would be an excellent idea if all 
possible means can be used so that all the various points 
of view can be heard. In that respect, therefore, we will 
take the necessary measures. We did not want to adopt a 
special resolution on Algeria at the summit because we 
think great efforts are being made in the democratization 
process despite the current terrible situation. We think 
we should try to assist Algeria efficiently in its efforts. 
Furthermore, countries which are our technical advisers 
have also urged us to do so. So, it does not mean Algeria 
is not one of our concerns. That is what I can say in 
answer to the question. 


[Radio France International correspondent Muriel Pom- 
ponne] Muriel Pomponne of Radio France International. 
My question is directed to Presidents Chirac and Soglo. 
It also adds to that of my colleague. Participants said a 
lot about the Francophone community which must be- 
come a political force, but on hot issues such as Nigeria, 
Rwanda, and Algeria, the Francophone summit reached 
a minimum consensus; while on Rwanda, no consensus 
was reached. [sentence as heard] Does this not demon- 
strate the limits of the Community’s political ambition? 


[Soglo] I think we should not be pessimistic in this area. 
It is true that we have decided to give a political dimen- 
sion to the Francophone community [words indistinct] 
to formalize it. But on old issues, there was no problem. 
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I think when people are in a family, we must discuss 
freely and this was what we did about all the issues. 
This does not mean that there was a consensus on all 
the issues we discussed. 


So, to talk about the Rwandan issue, our wish was that 
we could no longer fold our arms in the face of a 
genocide. This is out of the question and we clearly 
indicated it. There were some reservations from the 
delegation that was present. That delegation said, well, 
sO many resolutions had been passed and which were 
never implemented. Why then a new conference [words 
indistinct] You know, in any case, as the Bible says, 
people had to turn seven times around the Jericho wall 
before it fell. So, to be able to go over a wall of 
indifference and all that, there is the need to try several 
times. This was why that resolution was passed. It is 
normal. We should not come to a Francophone summit 
{words indistinct]. The second point is about Nigeria. 


It is true that on issues of democratization and human 
rights, the conference was very clear on them. We know 
what is happening in that country. I said on several occa- 
sions that democratization everywhere in the world, and 
in particular in Africa, is being implemented according 
to everyone’s pace, and that is the case with Nigeria. In 
some cases, it works well, in some other cases there are 
accidents and difficulties and this is what is happening in 
our neighboring country. On what the international com- 
munity has so far said concerning what had happened 
there, that is the executions, we can say that nobody 
questions the action. We have permanent contacts with 
Nigeria. Even yesterday, | received a delegation which 
visited me and we repeated the same thing. Our wish is 
that democratization advances there. There was some- 
thing paradoxical in the international reactions. There 
is that problem of democratization in Nigeria, but we 
need Nigeria — I am speaking as a former chairman of 
the Economic Community of West African States — to 
solve the Liberian problem. So, we must be able to take 
into account all these aspects. This is what explains our 
stand. This does not mean that in principle we adopted 
varied views. We simply decided to be practical. 


{Chirac} I will simply add a word to what President 
Soglo has just said. You know, Madam, there should be 
no confusion between efficiency and tom-tom. These 
are two different things. On the major issues, there 
was unanimity within the Francophone Community, the 
Francophone family. In any case, we are not necessarily 
seeking unanimity. That is not the problem. What we 
are seeking is dialogue, a frank dialogue. But I want 
to tell you that those givers of lessons are perhaps 
interesting for you, I must admit, because they enable 
you to write your reports. But, this stand does not 
match with the general interest. We should not give 
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lessons to everybody publicly. I observe that those 
doing so generally have many after-thoughts. They give 
lessons on one hand and they are carefully protecting 
their economic interests on the other. We prefer to be 
more moderate in our steps and more efficient in our 
decisions. This is easier because such decisions are not 
a part of a context of a giver of lessons. 


[Chretien] I would like to add something, because 
Canada reall’ wants to see the Francophone commu- 
nity transformed into a political force. Political debate 
was generally avoided at previous summits, but at the 
Cotonou summit, we discussed the Rwandan, Burun- 
dian, and Nigerian cases. A number of countries were 
reluctant to tackle such issues, because they were not 
the objectives of the past Francophone summits. It was 
the first time we discussed them so clearly, which is a 
step forward in the right direction. I am very happy that 
the Francophone community took a new turn here be- 
cause we, Canadians, have the advantage of taking part 
in Commonwealth summits. The organization has for a 
long time played a very important role on the political 
scene. I believe that concerning apartheid, the Common- 
wealth decided to ban South Africa from its ranks, but 
this year, we welcomed President Nelson Mandela at 
the New Zealand summit. All Commonwealth member 
countries, on the occasion, realized that the organiza- 
tion’s efforts helped to resolve the South African prob- 
lem. Of course, it took decades before the problem was 
resolved. Now, the Francophone community has also 
embarked on the same path, maybe timidly for some 
members, but for me, it is a beginning, a very impor- 
tant beginning, and one which is in the right direction. 


[Perron] My name is Claude Perron of the LE MONDE 
group of newspapers: I address my question to Mr. 
Chirac. Could you be specific about the upcoming 
final Constitutional amendments in France, and which 
will somewhat consecrate France’s commitment to the 
Francophone community, and bring it at par with 
France’s commitment to Europe? 


[Chirac] I am not opposed to this. I must say that this 
kind of issue presupposes and calls for the approval of 
Parliament, and I intend to submit this proposal — I 
have been officially informed about this anyway — to 
the presidents of the two assemblies. 


[Kelkei] I am Eisten Kelkei of the Belgian Radio ser- 
vice: My question goes to both Presidents Soglo and 
Chirac. I would like to insist on the political aspect, the 
political dimension of the Francophone community for 
which great desire has been expressed during this sum- 
mit, but all this notwithstanding, one has the impression 
that there was really a problem with considering the 
community as a political entity. Don't you think there 
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is a contradiction between the geopolitical diversity at 
both the democratic and economic levels, and also be- 
tween this reality and the desire and intention to express 
a political will, and to influence debate within the inter- 
national community? 


[Soglo] I believe we have answered this question quite 
Clearly. It is true that in diverse ways —- and I think 
it was one of the issues at Chaillot.... [pauses] Excuse 
me, I said the Chaillot Francophonc summit. At the 
Mauritius summit, the subject of discussion was unity 
in diversity. We are fighting this.... [pauses] First, that is 
why we formed the Francophone community. We said 
there was no reason.... [pauses] First we are fighting 
against economic monopoly. 


We think that this monopoly is bad whereas at the 
linguistic level one would admit that it does not make 
any sense. So, in this field too, we think that politically, 
we have diversity, we have perfect, frank, and open 
dialogue. So, as the Canadian prime minister just said, 
it is a beginning. This is the first time that we are 
adding this issue because the Francophone community 
has so far been essentially a cultural organization, then 
it became economic, and we are now adding a political 
dimension to it. I really think we must give to Caesar 
what belongs to Caesar. It was a promising beginning. 
We did not want a resounding start which would have 
led people to say later: They have done this, and now 
look at the result. So, this is the current strategy we 
have adopted on this issue. 


I think you as communicators know what is really 
happening. We ardently desire that you report exactly 
and faithfully on what has taken place here. You have 
to speak about the will that we have manifested here, 
instead of making comments like resolutions taken were 
timid ones and all that. It all depends. We are of the 
view that the effectiveness.... [pauses] Because if we 
were to discuss (?punitive) measures then, for example, 
in the case of Nigeria, why is it that oil and other 
sanctions have not been adopted? How many countries 
are prepared to make this kind of sacrifice? One must 
first think. Even in the countries that I recently visited 
they said, be careful; if you do that, consumer oil prices 
will shoot up. 


We have to think as responsible people. We are obliged 
to take this into account, but that does not prevent us, by 
way of principle, from taking a stand, and we have done 
just that. However, if we want to go further — as we 
recalled a while ago, and as the Canadian prime minister 
said — concerning questions touching on apartheid, you 
saw the time that it took for apartheid to disintegrate. 
So, I think it is the successful outcome which is most 
important. I believe the Cotonou summit — it is true 
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that we must realize this — is an important turning 
point, a decisive turning point in the forward march and 
development of the Francophone community. This is 
what I have in reply to your question, okay. 


[Dossou-Yovo] My name is Guy Dossou-Yovo of LA 
CROIX DU BENIN newspaper: My question goes to 
the president of Benin. At the inaugural ceremony of the 
summit on 2 December, you said that the Francophone 
community, which the Beninese ardently desire, will 
have to find more solid grounds for solutions to the 
internal problems of our organization. Following on 
your heels, the UN secretary general, Butrus Butrus- 
Ghali, expressed the hope that the Cotonou summit will 
be the occasion for all to reflect on what appears today 
as a crucial need to place the Francophone community 
at the service of peace. Mr. President, could you tell us 
now what concrete decisions were tnade in this direction 
at the end of your deliberations? Thank you. 


[Soglo] The major decision reached in Cotonou, every- 
one agrees, is that we have all decided, after reflections 
at commission level — notably since the Mauritius sum- 
mit — to appoint a secretary general of the Francophone 
community. I think this is a very crucial turning point. 
This secretary general will not only speak on issues that 
have already been discussed but, politically, he will be 
our spokesman, as it were. I think this is very important. 
When we talk about Africa, we refer essentially to the 
component parts of the Francophone community. 


Concerning the development of the French language, I 
believe that our stand, in fact, the stand of countries 
of the South is that the French language is a major 
instrument for development, an instrument for survival. 
I have said on several occasions before a number of 
international organizations that one cannot speak of 
development when it is known that two-thirds of the 
world’s poorest countries are found in Africa south of 
the Sahara. 


When documents are presented — and the best special- 
ists are recruited in the fields of health, education, rural 
water supply, transport and so on — if these develop- 
ment documents are written in one single language that 
cannot be used by the others, then that is pure exclu- 
sion. [sentence as heard] So, this is one of the reasons 
why we say that if one wants to help these countries, if 
we want to make full use of these documents that are 
sent to us here in Cotonou, apart from a handful of per- 
sons who, like me, can read them after spending three 
or four more times than a Frenchman to read them, the 
others [words indistinct]. Is that what you call devel- 
opment? Surely no. So this is the direction we want to 
take. When we talk about [word indistinct], it is simply 
because in primary and secondary schools, there is some 
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equipment for experiments which already exists in our 
families or exists outside the family because there is no 
exclusion. What we are advocating is that we should not 
be shoved away in a corner because we also exist. This 
is the line we have adopted, and which we reaffirmed 
here in Cotonou. 


[Shentondre] I am Jackie Shentondre from AFP: A 
question for President Chirac. You spoke on French TV 
Channel Five yesterday about compensating for the 180 
million Frenct. francs deducted from the budget of Mrs. 
Sudre, the French secretary of state for the francophone 
movement. Could you tell us how this compensation 
will be effected? 


[Chirac] This is, technically, a domestic French prob- 
lem. I will ask.... [Chirac pauses] I said I have asked 
the government to ensure that, despite the rigors of the 
time, the resources of the Francophone community are 
not reduced. 


[Agossou] I am Francois Agossou, correspondent at 
the Office de Radiodiffusion-Television de Benin: My 
question goes to Mr. Jean Chretien, the Canadian prime 
minister. You recently tabled a resolution in Ottawa on 
the recognition of Quebec as a separate community. Do 
you think Quebec will be satisfied with this consolation 
package, and are you not afraid that the next referendum 
will be the right one? Thank you. 


[Chretien] First, one thing which is very clear is that 
we, as President Chirac said, have our problems in 
Canada and we settle them in Canada. Second, we have 
already won two referendums. These are not baseball 
and hockey matches which should continue until there 
is victory. Third, we have seen soccer matches where 
the games get very tough but which sometimes become 
less tough, although the winning teams continue to win, 
so for me, the Canadian team is a winning team, sir. 
[general laughter] 


{Issoufou] ! 1m Mohammed Issoufou of Africa No. 1 
Radio: Th .« you, Mr. President. I have a two-part 
question. The first part of my question goes to President 
Jacques Chirac, while the second part goes to President 
Nicephore Soglo. 


Mr. President, the Cotonou summit has been placed un- 
der the banner of Francophone solidarity and under- 
standing. It is well knowu that the multinational airline, 
Air Afrique, is currently fluttering, and that a certain 
number of decisions have been made here in Cotonou 
to take the company out of this painful turbulence. So, 
Mr. President, tell us: Does France already have an idea 
of what it plans to do to save Air Afrique because re- 
ports reaching us show that France plans to place money 
at the disposal of the board of directors of the company? 
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Concerning President Soglo, I would like to know what 
the heads of state of member countries of Air Afrique 
plan to do to save the company which — it seems — can 
only survive today through privatization. Thank you. 


[Chirac] I have the impression that this last question 
does not quite concern the Francophone summit and, 
therefore, it is not likely to interest all the correspon- 
dents here. I don’t like the use of the expression a flut- 
tering airline company very much [laughter], but every- 
body knows that Air Afrique has a problem. Well, we 
had a meeting yesterday — I mean, member countries 
of Air Afrique, that is, 11 heads of state — to exam- 
ine conditions for safeguarding the company, and this 
demands efforts from everybody. I had the impression 
that everybody is ready to make that effort. 


I would like to stress two things that did not appear 
in your question. The first is that the Francophone 
community continues to expand with the admission of 
Moldova [as heard] and Sao Tome and Principe into the 
community at the Benin summit. This expansion is far 
from ended. I am convinced that at the Hanoi summit, 
we shall see the arrival of new participants. 


Second, I would like to stress the utmost importance 
of the fact that the next Francophone summit will be 
held in Vietnam. Vietnam is a very great couniry with 
exemplary people, an old civilization, a long history, 
and a very strong culture, which can contribute a lot to 
the Francophone family. I am sure Vietnam’s decision 
to join the Francophone family is based on the fact that 
it has some interest in it, but one thing is certain, which 
is that it is of great interest to the Francophone family. I 
would like to thank the vice president of Vietnam, Mrs. 
Binh, who will assume the presidency of the permanent 
committee of the Francophone Community with effect 
from 1 January 1996 until the summit of Hanoi. | would 
like to express to her the gratitude of the Francophone 
family for Vietnam’s option and commitment which will 
culminate in the Hanoi summit in a little less than two 
years. 


Finally, we have to say that this summit was remarkably 
well organized, and I ask President Soglo who organized 
this with all his intelligence and competence — and 
everybody knows that he has both in abundance — to 
thank all his aides and his administration who have done 
an admirable work in organizing this summit. I want to 
sincerely thank him, and express all my loyal friendship 
to him. 


[Indistinct question from correspondents with Chirac 
interrupting] ....Wait a minute, somebody wants to ask 
Mrs. Binh a question. 
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(Correspondent, name indistinct] Madam, as you are ac- 
tually going to be the next president of the next Franco- 
phone summit in Hanoi, could you briefly tell us about 
the major reforms, the major areas of democratization in 
your country since it is said that the Francophone com- 
munity supports the further developmeni of the rule of 
law in all member countries of this big family? 


[Binh] I think your question has a very wide meaning. 
I will not have the opportunity to give an exhaustive 
answer to it, but I would however like to explain that — 
as you all know — in Vietnam we are currently pursuing 
what we term the policy of renewal. This renewal policy 
consists in reforms in all sectors — economic, political, 
cultural, and so on. I would also like to say that the 
French language is not as widely used in Vietnam as 
it is in many African countries. The reason for this is 
that about 50 years ago, we adopted the Vietnamese 
language as the country’s national and official language. 


You also know that Vietnam is surrounded by English- 
speaking countries with which we have a wide range 
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of cooperation relations in all fields, particularly in the 
economic and commercial sectors. In our view, the 
French language constitutes a precious cultural heritage 
for Vietnam that we want to preserve and develop, first,

The Cameroonian authorities were almost everywhere 
today.

Since its creation, the Cameroon Airlines Company has 
just recorded its worst crash.

In other parts of the world, like Asia and South America, 
the U.S. conducts foreign policy on a bilateral basis 
rather than identify and accord special status to leading 
regional powers. 


The concept and use of bilateral commissions is by no 
means unique to the U.S.. 


Establishing this kind of mechanism signifies a particu- 
lar seriousness in relations between countries and a will 
to move things onto the best possible footing. South 
Africa, which has a lot of catching up to do after years 
of isolation, makes extensive use of bilateral commis- 
sions. 


Diplomats from among the nonaligned group regard 
Gore’s visit more "atmospherics" than substance.

These committees will have dealt with:

A lot of technical and practical work will have been 
done at this level. 


The question which Gore will face, however, does not 
fall within the ambit of the comn..csion.

opened the first full meeting of the United States-South 
Africa binational commission at the Union Buildings 
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in Pretoria, emphasising close co-operation between the 
two countries. 


"I would like to assure you, our friends from across 
the Atlantic, that we, like yourselves, approach the 
relationship between our two countries and people not 
as one between benefactor and beneficiary, but as co- 
participants in the common effort to create a better life 
for all," Mbeki said. He believed there was much that 
could be shared between South Africa and the U.S. in 
areas including the struggle to end racism, sexism and 
poverty, and the exchange of information in science and 
technology. Other areas included the protection of the 
environment, cultural exchanges and the construction of 
a peaceable and equitable world order. 


Gore on Tuesday reiterated that the U.S. sought 
"ubuntu" with South Africa as it was a “wonderful 
African concept" of a community in its fullest sense. 
"Ubuntu is what we seek with South Africa..." he said. 
South Africa and the U.S. were truly sister nations 
united not only by a common history, but by the vision 
of non-racial democracy and human rights, he said. 
"We in the United States feel we have a great deal 
to learn from the new South Africa." He added South 
Africa could offer the U.S. and the world expertise in 
nuclear non-proliferation and conflict resolution. 


Gore and his vice-presidential staff are in South Africa 
for the binational commission meeting — a cabinet- 
level panel created to set up formal working partnerships 
between the two governments. The areas the commis- 
sion covered were education, the environment, energy, 
science and technology, and business. Gore arrived in 
South Africa on Monday night with his wife Tipper, 
the head of the Peace Corps, Mark Gearan, the cabinet 
members and a large number of officials. 


Tuesday's opening ceremony was attended by several 
South African cabinet ministers and deputy ministers, 
South Africa’s ambassador to the U.S., Franklin Sonn, 
U.S. Ambassador to South Africa Princeton Lyman, 
U.S. Secretary for Commerce Ronald H. Brown, En- 
ergy Secretary Hazel O'Leary, Interior Secretary Bruce 
Babbit and USAID officials. Later on Tuesday Gore will 
meet President Nelson Mandela and Deputy President 
F W de Klerk. 


Mandela Draws OAU Into Nigerian Campaign

Mandela said a lack of response by Nigeria to calls by 
Commonwealth states and other countries for a return 
to democracy in Nigeria meant these countries should 
intensify their demand for sanctions against Nigeria, 
"especially all sanctions”. 


Throughout the talks, he said, a clear distinction had 
been made between the Abacha regime and the people 
of Nigeria who wanted democracy restored. 


"We fully support them and are working with them and 
Our aim is against the military government, especially 
for its insensitivity in executing Saro-Wiwa." 


He had given no specific message to Salim to convey 
to Abacha. Salim was an experienced diplomat. 


"He is going there to continue the pressures we have 
been applying on the Abacha regime." 


Anyaoku said the talks with Mandela were a follow-up 
to a decision taken by Commonwealth heads-of-state in 
Auckland last month. 


He was in the process of convening the first meeting of 
the group of eight foreign ministers mandated to con- 
sider how the Commonwealth should react to persistent 
violations of the Harare Principles. 


Mandela said he had stated clearly his and the South 
African Government’s position on Nigeria and it was 
his duty to seek to coordinate the positions and views 
of all eight members of the group.

State ‘Back-Pedalled’ on Western Sahara

Pressed to explain why, he referred queries to the 
president’s office, saying the UN and OAU had met 
with Mandela directly. Presidential spokesman Parks 
Mankahlana said: "We’re not willing to comment on 
this matter at this stage. It is a subject of discussion 
which involves a number of parties." He declined to 
elaborate. 


Saharawi representative Sidati Mohamed said this week 

he believed the South African government was using 

th ed Nations-supervised referendum pending in 
ry as a pretext for the delay. 


In lent observers, including Human Rights Watch, 
have reported extensively on Moroccan human rights 
abuses and manipulation of the referendum process, 
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which has been repeatedly delayed and now appears to 
be in danger of not taking place at all. 


"We are not asking for human or financial or military 
support, but to get our flag and a diplomatic mission, 
like any other country," Mohamed said. "The president 
made a commitment. It is unacceptable to use the 
referendum and UN gestures as an excuse to delay 
recognition." 


The old South African regime had extensive links with 
Morocco during the apartheid years, while the ANC 
forged links with Polisario. In 1988, the late president 
of the ANC, Oliver Tambo, pledged continued support 
for the Saharawi people’s struggle. 


Suggestions are now doing the rounds that Morocco has 
some leverage over the government. Pahad denied this 
"absolutely". He said South Africa had an observer in 
the OAU delegation in the Western Sahara. "We are 
consiantly consulting. We are awaiting final reports on 
the matter. There is no question of Morocco influencing 
the president’s view," he said. 


— Meanwhile, Parliament’s Portfolio Committee on 
Foreign Affairs this week opposed the government’s 
stand on two of the most contentious international 
relations issues of recent months. relations with the 
Nigerian military regime, and South Africa’s failure to 
support an outright international ban on landmines. 


On Nigeria, the committee called for a "broad recon- 
sideration of strategy", which would involve the South 
African government taking account of the views of “all 
sections of Nigerian society, in particular the opposition 
movement within the country and in exile”. 


South Africa has been criticised in recent weeks for ig- 
noring the wishes of the Nigerian opposition, most no- 
tably when Deputy President Thabo Mbeki undertook an 
Official visit to Nigeria without meeting pro-democracy 
activists. 


Concerning landmines, the committee called for "a ban 
on the production, use and transfer of all types of anti- 
personnel landmines" to be enshrined in South African 
law.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] The European Union (EU) 
has agreed to finance research into the viability of 
settling South African farmers in Mozambique and other 
African countries. 


Funding for the research would come from EU funds 
earmarked for the Reconstruction and Development 
Programme [RDP] and, depending on the outcome, 
could lead to further EU money being made available to 
settle Afrikaner farmers in South Africa’s neighbouring 
states, according to EU ambassador Erwan Fouere. 


A letter has been written to Shaheed Rajie, the Director 
for International Funding in the RDP office, with this 
proposal. 


The organisation wanting to dispatch farmers to African 
countries, the South African Chamber for Agricultural 
Development in Africa (Sacada), has interpreted the 
EU’s gesture as a sign that the project — whichis 
being championed by President Nelson Mandela — 
is receiving international recognition. Sacada secretary 
Willie Jordaan said this week that the EU had said the 
farming project "was the best noise out of Africa in the 
past 30 years." 


He said that Sacada had endeavored to bring its policies 
into line with the World Bank and the international 
Monetary Fund, and claimed that it was set to become 
an international development agency. 


Jordaan said his organisation had been approached by 
about 12 African countries interested in white South 
African farmers but, at the moment, was concentrat- 
ing on Mozambique, Zambia, Zaire and Angola, with 
Mozambique being the test case. Mandela’s spokesper- 
son Parks Mankahlana said this week Mandela has 
asked the Tanzanian government to accept Afrikaner 
farmers to help develop the agricultural sector. 


Both Mankahlana and the Mozambican Embassy denied 
Mozambicans had opposed the settlement of Afrikaner 
farmers, as was reported on SABC [South African 
Broadcasting Corporation] radio this week. The Mozam- 
bican government could not be reached for comment 
yesterday. But a negotiator from Mozambique’s apri- 
culture ministry has been quoted on several occasions 
as saying Afrikaner farmers were neither needed nor 
wanted in large numbers. He said they would not want 
to be settled on land in communities and that, in certain 
provinces, like Maputo, they would not be welcome at 
all, and would never get freehold possession of the land. 
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According to Jordaan, about 1,000 people, disillusioned 
with the new South Africa, are poised to trek to 
Mozambique. One, Egbert Hiemstra, cites affirmative 
action, trade unions, new land legislation and drought 
in South Africa as reasons to invest and farm in 
neighbouring states. 


Not that it’s going to cost much hard cash to farm across 
the border. He says Mozambique will lease land to the 
farmers at 60 cents per hectare per year, if not give 
it away for free. He said negotiations with President 
Mandela are under way to allow the farmers to have 
dual citizenship and continue to vote in South African 
elections. 


Hiemstra already owns two farms in Lydenburg, and 
wants a third in Mozambique. 


Although he has been to Mozambique to have a look 
around on behalf of Sacada, he has not yet chosen the 
spot he hopes will be his. 


"It’s like being a small child in a sweet shop,” he 
said. "There are just so many beautiful, fertile places 
to choose from." 


Hiemstra denies the project is a throw-back to the past, 
a desperate attempt to create an Afrikaner volkstaat 
[homeland] in a country too poor to resist. 


"It’s not an apartheidspolitieksfoefie [apartheid political 
trick]," he said indignantly. For every two farmers 
who settle, Sacada has promised to train and establish 
one local black Mozambican as a commercial farmer. 
Anybody will be able to attend their schools, if they are 
prepared to respect Hiemstra’s "community’s standards" 
and anybody can come on the great trek, as long as 
they are strong, fit and enterprising. Two black South 
Africans have asked to be part of the project, said 
Hiemstra. When approached this week, Fouere was 
Cautiously optimistic about the project. 


"The project could be successful in so far as it seeks 
to promote complementary progress in agriculture in 
the region and in so far as it makes the transfer of 
expertise possible and allows development where it is 
badly needed.” 


Fouere has had discussions with General Constand 
Viljoen, who initiated the project, and has convinced 
Mandela of its benefits. Viljoen had argued to Mandela 
that settling Afrikaner farmers would stimulate the 
economies of neighbouring states and provide food and 
employment for locals, and that this would stem the 
flow of illegal immigrants into South Africa. But not all 
Mozambicans believe white South African farmers are 
the solution to their problems. 
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One analyst, who asked not to be named, said: "Mozam- 
bique needs capital, not white South African farmers."

He was allegedly ordered to leave it at the 
scene of the crime which, according to the indictment, 
was Cleared of police presence before the attack and 
checked for incriminating evidence afterwards. 


But IFP spokesman Ruth Rabinowitz said last night that 
"Operation Marion" — the name given to the alleged 
plot between Buthelezi and the military — had been

She said the ANC was now desperate to embarrass and 
finally destroy Buthelezi and the IFP. The leader’s role 
in the KwaMakhutha massacre as alleged by the ANC 
was "total and absolute rubbish", she said.

Military Denies Investigating Holomisa

Eastern Province Command spokesman Lt-Col Johan 
Engelbrecht said: "This command is not involved in any 
inquiry about the personal whereabouts of any politi- 
cian whatsoever, whether past or present." The East- 
ern Cape Intelligence Co-ordinating Committee, which 
included the SANDF and the National Intelligence 
Agency [NIA], had only produced iwo reports dealing 
with all factors involving the province’s stability, En- 
gelbrecht said. This included illegal weapons trading in 
the former Transkei homeland. 


On Tuesday [28 November] this week Holomisa 
Claimed there was an intelligence service witch-hunt 
probing the Transkei’s former military council. He 
linked the alleged investigation with attempts by 
"elitists within the African National Congress" to 
eliminate populists in the party. Holomisa, now the 
deputy minister of environmental affairs, is considered 
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by some to be an ANC populist, along with Winnie 
Mandela. 


Holomisa said Col Dennis Shone and NIA official Sil- 
muk Sokupa headed the investigation. Englebrecht con- 
firmed that Shone, who is based in Port Elizabeth, was 
an SANDF representative, and that Sokupa chaired the 
provincial intelligence structure, but denied Holomisa 
was being investigated. 


Deputy Intelligence Co-ordinator Moe Shaik on Friday 
told SAPA the first time the intelligence services had 
heard about the alleged investigation was via the media. 
"We are looking into the allegations that Minister 
Holomisa has made in his statement," Shaik said. 
A preliminary investigation into the matter had not 
produced any indication that Holomisa specifically had 
been \ivestigated by national intelligence. Regarding 
inves\:gations into the former homeland governments, 
Shak said this fell under other departments. Intelligence 
services were not involved. 


Transkei Pan Africanist Congress [PAC] official Gilbert 
Sineke in a statement on Friday said the NIA has 
co-ordinated the “witch-hunt" against Holomisa. He 
also linked the SANDF reports to evidence heard by 
the Kroon Commission that the Transkei Government 
provided weapons to ANC and PAC cadres. 


The ANC has rejected Holomisa’s claims, adding he 
should not have gone to the media with his allegations 
and should rather have used the ANC’s internal struc- 
tures.

The SANDF is to co-operate with the Inkatha Freedom 
Party in the drawing up of a certified personnel register 
to facilitate the process, which will start with about 200 
members being integrated in the next three months, and 
the remainder during the 1996-97 financial year. 


"There is no guarantee that they will serve in the same 
region or province from which soldiers originated," the 
bulletin added.

Renamo 
said it fears the Special Forces’ Flash (Relampago] 
Battalion, stationed in Moamba, is politically motivated 
and questioned the president of the Republic, who is 
the commander in chief of the armed forces, about the 
issue. 


The Renamo bench said it is entitled to set up its own 
companies and that the opposition as a whole [words 
indistinct] majority of the electorate’s support. Renamo 
added that Frelimo is acting cynically and that its 
government will not be able to lift the country out of its 
present stagnation. The Renamo bench recalled the role 
played by the People’s National Security Service and 
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what had happened in reeducation camps. The Renamo 
deputies then demanded a revision of the Constitution. 


[Goncalves] "What are we supposed to think about this 
state of affairs? Are we dealing with honest people? 
Maybe. Are we justified in suspecting that something is 
happening that might deal a fatal blow to democracy? 


"If you want us to believe in the credentials of a great 
many people who are serving the system, then it is 
legitimate to demand that they have the courage to act 
in a truthful manner and not like demagogues. You 
should give the Assembly the list of property owned 
by members of government. Let us see if a government 
Official’s private business is inconsistent with his status. 


"We are pleased with the government’s willingness to 
allow us to clarify issues involving various government 
departments, but we would like to urge parliamentary 
committees and the honorable members of parliament 
to find out more about the (Norstad) affair so that we 
can understand why the Law of the Sea was approved 
in such a hurry." 


The Frelimo bench reacted promptly to Renamo’s 11- 
page statement. Deputy Sergio Vieira addressed the 
Assembly. 


[Vieira] "I am tired of seeing those whom I regard as 
not being qualified to talk about democracy — and I am 
entitled to an opinion — still trying to give us lessons 
on the subject. Perhaps it is time to ask who is giving 
us these lessons. Who is Orlando Cristina, the founder 
and first secretary general of a political organization 
[reference to Renamo] represented in Parliament? Who 
was he? Where did he come from? What did he do 
before? Who did he work for and what were his aims? 
Who is Major Oscar Cardoso? Who is Colonel Van 
Niekerk, who used to be called a father in letters written 
by someone whom we know very well [reference to 
Renamo leader Afonso Dhlakama]? Are you suggesting 
that Col. Van Niekerk, Orlando Cristina, South African 
Military Intelligence, and [former Rhodesian Central 
Intelligence Organization chief] Ken Flower are the 
founders of democracy in Mozambique?" 


As thc debate continued, Renamo Deputy Sebastiao 
Temporario insisted on addressing the Assembly. 
Thanks to Speaker Eduardo Mulembwe’s patience, 
Temporario was kept in his seat. The tumultuous 
session was adjourned so that the chief whips could 
reach a consensus. But how did the benches react to 
the situation? 


[Renamo MP Tambara de Almeida] "It was regrettable 
because we were making a statement. Our chief whip 
was not able to air all his views in yesterday’s session. 
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We wanted to recommend the setting up of a commis- 
sion of inquiry into dual administration, and the alleged 
presence of 1,000 armed men in Maringue. Likewise, 
we wanted to comment on the government’s answers to 
Our questions because they fell short of what the elec- 
torate wanted to hear." 


[Democratic Union Deputy Tarcisio Gemusse] "We 
have adopted a neutral position, although we think it was 
not the right time to read the statement. It should have 
been issued during the question and answer period." 


{Frelimo Deputy Edgar Cossa] "My bench is very 
worried about Renamo’s attitude. The statement was out 
of order because it was designed to resume the debate 
on government’s performance. The debate was over 
and done with. We strongly condemn some members 
of the Renamo bench for insulting other deputies and 
threatening them with death. We do not think that is a 
very dignified way to behave. There should be tolerance 
and coexistence. We are still learning, and so we hope 
people will not get carried away." 


But something came out of the turmoil in the parliament: 
the revelation that Lazaro Nkavandame [former Frelimo 
secretary for Cabo Delgado Province] was killed for 
betraying the fatherland. 


[Sergio Vieira] "Nkavandame was executed because he 
betrayed the fatherland! He is your hero! He is your 
hero! He is your hero! The one who guided Portuguese 
helicopters to bomb us is a hero to some in this hall! 
[applause] To some of you here, he is a great hero. 
Those people who took part in the 7 September [1974 
uprising] are heroes to some in this hall. Those who 
asked Smith and Vorster to invade Mozambique on 7 
September — we have documentary proof of that — 
are heroes to some in this hall." [applause} 
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Despite the turmoil, deputies at today’s session went 
ahead with the second reading of the Law on Foreign 
Exchange. The opposition benches did not take part in 
the debates. During the first reading of the bill, the 
Opposition benches had claimed Articles 37 and 38 of 
the bill violated the Constitution. [passage omitted]

President Receives Liberian Faction Leaders

the Guinean head of state yesterday. George Boley, 
the Liberian Peace Council [LPC] leader, was the first 
to meet with the Guinean head of state, followed 
by Charles Taylor, the National Patriotic Front of 
Liberia [NPFL] leader, and then Alhaji Koromah, the 
United Liberation Movement for Democracy in Liberia

After the separate meetings, George Boley, Charles 
Taylor, and Alhaji Koromah were received together in 
the White Hall of the Palais des Nations by General 
Lansana Conte. The three men, all members of the 
Liberian Council of State, just ‘ike President Conte, 
appeared before the camera, relaxed, smiling, and in 
very good humor. 


Since the beginning of the Liberian hostilities in 1989, 
this is the first meeting of the kind to take place 
in Guinea. They came to reassure the government 
and people of Guinea that the Liberian peace process 
is itreversible, according to Alhaji Koromah. They 
reportedly had convergent views on all the issues 
discussed. 


The threat of economic sanctions hanging over Nigeria 
following the execution of the Ogoni minority leaders 
is not to the taste of Alhaji Koromah. We consider 
that President Nelson Mandela, who has been leading 
an international campaign against an African country, 
must change his policy. At the news conference, Alhaji 
Koromah did not exclude the possibility of boycotting 
the 1996 African Football Cup of Nations slated for 
Johannesburg, if the South African leader does not 
change his tune. 


Concerning the situation in Sierra Leone, the Guinean 
president is expected to mediate in the conflict. They did 
not keep mute over the frequent rebel incursions into 
Guinea. Charles Taylor reportedly assured the Guinean 
head of state that no one intended to attack Guinea 
and there would be no strange incidents along the 
Guinean-Liberian border. Charles Taylor has for a long 
time cherished the idea of being received by Guinean 
authorities. Well, this has now become a reality. 


Let us end by saying that Charles Taylor, the NPFL 
leader, and George Boley of the LPC left Conakry 
yesterday evening for Monrovia, while ULIMO’s Alhaji 
Koromah continues his visit to Conakry.

Ogoni Activist Seeks Support in South Africa

Niger Delta, where he comes from, the skies are 
burnished by gigantic flares. They are vivid with smoke, 
pollution and rage. His blue batik kemnbe, a cotton suit, 
has been woven and stitched in this place that has laden 
his eyes with sorrow. 


In the wake of the hangings of minority activists Ken 
Saro-Wiwa and eight others, he has come to South 
Africa to plead the cause of his people, whom he 
believes are threatened with extinction. 


The Nigerian airport authorities have been issued with 
his name by General Abacha’s military officials and it 
will he a long time before he sees his parents, Patrick 
and Rose Tamana, again. They live in Ogoniland’s 
Bodo, his oil-rich birthplace. He talks about pipes that 
run through the land that was once arable and fertile. 
About hydrocarbons that cling to the air before the rain 
turns them to acid. There is no compensation for the 
oil spills, caused by corrosion and faulty equipment, he 
says. He tells of hunger and respiratory diseases that

have set in. He talks of the 7,000 troops who have 
moved into the 646 sq km containing the six kingdoms 
that make up Ogoniland. Tamana explains that they have 
come to ensure that the people will be intimidated into 
staying at home instead of farming what remains of their 
land. That they have come to rob, to rape and to murder, 
to massacre, to decapitate and dismember. 


Dress in black in Ogoniland these days and you are 
arrested for mourning Ken Saro-Wiwa and the eight 
recently hanged activists, he says. 


Already 21 people face the death sentence next month 
for implication in the same murders for which the 
nine were hanged. And you can’t forget about religious 
worship in this predominantly Christian area. He shows 
me a piece of paper on which it is written that in the past 
two weeks a stop has been put to all religious services 
and last week more than 1,000 Bibles were destroyed; 
bishops, pastors and teachers were arrested. 


If the military is allowed to continue to brutalise and 
isolate these people in this way, what will become of 
the fewer than 500,000 remaining Ogoni after 10 years, 
Tamana wants to know. 


His three brothers are scattered "somewhere" in Nigeria; 
he has no idea where they are. He has not heard from 
them or his two sisters in the past four months. There 
are no phones. There is neither electricity nor running 
water in Ogoniland. All this despite the fact that Shell 
has been in Nigeria for 37 years, he says, reaping 
from the proceeds of the oil they have drilled there: an 
estimated $30-billion so far. No wonder Tamana asked 
Shell International executive John Barry on radio this 
week if he was ashamed of himself. 


Two of Tamana’s uncles have died in the past two 
years. His wife Betty and two small girls, Ledisi and 
Nekalbari, live with him in London. 


In 1992 he "sneaked" into Nigeria. Betty understands 
that the campaign that takes him from country to country 
is vital. What use are his degrees in marine science, 
business administration and corporate finance when his 
people are being devastated? 


That he is a marked man does not frighten him. "Already 
we have lost over 2,000 lives since the military came 
into Ogoniland in 1993 — mine may as well be one of 
them. I cannot watch my people being marginalised." 
It was the Ogoni Bill of Rights claiming human and 
environmental rights for the Ogoni people, that caused 
Ogoniland to be placed under the military. When the 
government refused to talk to the people, the bill 
was presented to Shell and the UN. "The government 
realised we meant business." 
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Tamana says that he has not achieved a fraction of what 
his friend and comrade Ken Saro-Wiwa did for their 
people. "I cannot identify my actions with Ken’s, but I 
relate to the spirit of the non-violent struggle", he says. 
Like Saro-Wiwa, if he dies in the name of the cause, 
Tamana will go down with pride. He will defy injustice. 


He quotes Saro-Wiwa: "You can kill da maaan but 
you cannot kill da maan’s ideeas..." His accent is 
difficult to capture; at times it sounds Caribbean: only 
initially, however, am I aware of the way it lilts and 
swoops, dragging some words out, lifting others in a 
kind of melody. Okeye! Good morning! Kpololoye! 
Hello! Ogoni differs from other Nigerian languages, 
he says. But his message is of such intensity that its 
form soon dissolves and the content takes hold. I am 
the next person they are looking for...but they cannot 
arrest me in the UK, where I live. In the event that 
something happens to me I want people to realise I have 
devoted my life to this struggle and I want the struggle 
to continue." 


Saro Wiwa’s personality was used to uplift the struggle: 
Tamana’s participation is communal and not individual, 
he says. "I am just temporarily the leader of the Ogoni 
people in the UK and London. " 


Nonetheless, a very strong and determined mined per- 
sonality emerges. A passion fires the quiet eyes. He is 
fastidious; you can see this in the neat arrangement of 
the socks and shoes under the dressing table littered 
with papers; you can see it in his dealing with people. 
He is utterly focused, not on himself and his sacrifice, 
but on the issue at hand. This is clear in the phone calls 
he receives as we conduct the interview and in our own 
conversation. 


He recalls his childhood before Shell arrived on the 
scene, and the intensity lifts. Remembering fishing 
for giant prawns and crabs in abundant waters before 
pollution poisoned their life makes Tamana smile. 


In the lush areas of Ogoniland where his schoolteacher 
father’s job took his family in childhood, his mother 
farmed yams, cassava, okra and maize. In these wide 
open spaces, Tamana rode his dad’s bicycle, listened to 
tales told around the bonfire. 


Now in this Braamfontein hotel room that overlooks the 
intestines of buildings and a grey day, the phone rings 
again. 


As we talk, Tamana is waiting to hear whether ANC 
MP Carl Niehaus has managed to arrange a meeting 
with President Nelson Mandela so that he can ask him 
to press on with oil sanctions, with action against Shell 
and to continue his mission to explode Abacha’s power. 
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Should his wish be granted, he will thank "the leader of 
Africa" for his moral support. Structures need to be set 
up for the resistance. Mandela will understand what has 
to be done. Perhaps before Mandela made this stand, he 
was ill informed, he says. 


But now he is demonstrating to the world that he knows 
how to act. By now the recent hangings have brought 
home to Mandela the brutality of the regime that has, 
he says, set out to annihilate the Ogoni people whose 
greatest crime was being born in the land that yields so 
much oil. 


The Movement for the Survival of the Ogoni People, 
since its formation in 1990, has always been non- 
violent in its resistance. Warm, simple and hospitable. 
Uncomplaining, gently compelling, Tamana embodies 
the qualities with which he imbues his people.

RUF Confers With OAU, UN; Election Bosc in 
‘Dark Mood’

rebel Revolutionary United Front, or RUF, has had 
preliminary meetings with representatives of the OAU 
and the United Nations. The meetings in Abidjan come 
at the initiative of the RUF which has been keen to gain 
international respectability in its four-year old struggle 
against the military government in Sierra Leone. So, the 
fact that these meetings have been held at all is quite a 
Clue for the RUF, but what have they achieved? Well, 
earlier, the leader of the RUF delegation, Faya Musa, 
called us up from Abidjan and Josephine Hazely asked 
him what had been the reason for the meeting? 


[Begin recording] [Musa] The mandate of my mission 
was to explain, first of all, to the world what the RUF 
stands for — the aims and objectives. But the mandate 
did not make permission for discussions having to do 
with peace. What we are saying is: the RUF has waged 
a war against instability, against insecurity, and so on. 
Therefore the RUF could be looked at as a fighter for 
peace. It could be looked at as a fighter for peace. We 
are looking for peace in corners. We are fighting for 
peace to prevail in Sierra Leone. 


[Hazely] Mr. Musa, so, you in the RUF invited or got 
together the OAU and the United Nations to go all the 
way to Abidjan simply to tell them about the aims of 
the RUF four years after you have started this war? 
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[Musa] We cannot invite the OAU and the United 
Nations for that alone. We cannot invited them for 
that. We told them we have information about the RUF 
which they lack. We told them we have something to 
share with them and so on. And as people interested 
in humanity, people interested in what a human being’s 
right should be, they definitely took the pains to meet 
us. 


{Hazely] So, what, in your opinion, came out of this 
meeting? What was the benefit of the meeting? 


[Musa] The benefit of the meeting is that the people 
have found some kind of foundation on which they can 
do something positive for Sierra Leone. 


{Hazely] Could you elaborate on that? 


(Musa] What I mean by that is most probably they know 
what the NPRC [National Provisional Ruling Council] 
is fighting for but they do not know what the RUF was 
fighting for and now that they have got the two sides of 
the story, I suppose, they can have a starting point. 


{Hazely}] And then, whilst all this talk was going on 
between yourself, the OAU, and the United Nations, of 
course, the Government of Sierra Leone claimed that 
they have discovered an air strip that you have been 
waging attacks from in Koindu in Sierra Leone? 


[Musa] That one is a very, very bogus allegation. The 
airstrip in Koindu was prepared by an organization 
called the Organization for the Survival of Mankind and 
the RUF when in 1994 — April 1994 — the ICRC, that 
is the International Committee of the Red Cross and 
the Red Crescent, indicated that it would be possible 
for them to give relief aid to the suffering civilians in 
Kailahun and that to facilitate their job, they may use 
helicopters to bring the food, because they would enter 
our territory through Guinea which was not motorable. 
That was why the civilians, supervised by that group, 
prepared that airstrip; and apart from that Burkina Faso 
has nothing to do — absolutely nothing to do — with 
the RUF. [end recording] 


[Porteous] Faya Musa of the Sierra Leonean rebel RUF. 
Well, while the RUF was explaining its aims and 
goals to the OAU and the United Nations in Abidjan, 
there has been a remarkable development in Sierra 
Leone itself. James Jonah, the chairman of the Interim 
National Electoral Commission, INEC, has launched an 
unprecedented verbal attack on the military government 
for delays in moving the electoral process forward. 
INEC is supposed to oversee the traasition to civilian 
rule and the holding of elections next February, but 
James Jonah said at a press conference today that 
foreign donors were reluctant to put up money for 
the democratization process, because they doubted the 
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sincerity of the military’s pledges to hand over power 
to civilians. Victor Sylve: telexed this report from 
Freetown: 


None of the journalists at today’s press briefing could 
remember ever having seen James Jonah in such a 
dark mood. Dr. Jonah revealed that out of the US$11 
million requested, less than half has been pledged, with 
the Government of the United Kingdom chipping in 
the highest with a little over $4.5 [million]. Dr. Jonah 
said that the reluctance of many donor countries was 
the result of what he called doubts in their minds 
over the willingness of the authorities here to go on 
with the democratization process and hold elections in 
February next year. He said from discussions he had 
with representatives of donor countries, there was a 
readiness to provide the needed funds, but the authorities 
here have to be seen to be operating in an open manner. 
Dr. Jonah expressed surprise and disappointment that 
up to this afternoon, a key document — the laws 
governing the elections — had not been published with 
less than three months to the elections. Dr. Jonah put 
the blame for such delays down to what he described as 
a small band of willful and desperate men determined 
to shipwreck Sierra Leone. He said, it is these men, 
who have no mandate from the people of this country, 
who are hell-bent on manipulating things their way. 
I weep for our country, Sierra Leone. What have 
we done to deserve such men in our midst? Dr. 
Jonah’s frustration, apparently, stems from last-minute 
changes to government decrees, including on which now 
makes it possible for state functionaries and cabinet 
ministers to take part in the electioneering process 
without resigning their offices. This is being seen here 
as confirmation of suspicions that some members of 
Strasser’s government are prepared to use all means to 
remain in power. 


UN Endorses Elections Schedule

yesterday, Dr. James Jonah, who has just returned from 
New York, added that during the recent stopover visit 
of the UN secretary general at Lunge [Airport], he also 
endorsed the 26 February 1996 date for elections in 
this country. He explained that while in New York, he 
called on delegates at the United Nations to understand 
the obstacles that are facing this country, including the 
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time schedule for elections. Dr. Jonah said that they, 
like INEC, are not prepared to go against a national 
consensus throughout the elections next year. 


According to the INEC chairman, the security situation 
was also raised and citing the recent elections in Algeria, 
he explained that they have always said at INEC 
that if the people of this country turn out to vote as 
demonstrated by their participation at the Bimtumani 
Consultative Conference, then, as he put it, the RUF 
{Revolutionary United Front] will have no alternative 
but to resort to peace. Dr. James Jonah reiterated that 
the elections must be free and fair and that it should 
be seen by everybody, including the RUF, that it had 
been free and fair. INEC, he stressed, will oppose all 
attempts to sabotage the forthcoming elections. 


On funding for the elections, Dr. Jonah disclosed (?out 
of) the $11 million budgeted for the elections, INEC 
has been able to (?get) half of the amount while 
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the remaining amount has been fully committed in 
pledges.

How can we expect governments to dish out money 
when the basic instruments of free and fair elections are 
still [words indistinct] Dr. Jonah inquired. He assured 
the press that INEC can get the funding and meet the 
deadline, saying that the press has an important role to 
play for the democratic process to stay on course. 


Answering questions from the press, Dr. Jonah com- 
mended the NPRC [National Provisional Ruling Coun- 
cil] government as a corporate body for its commitment 
to the electoral process, but noted that the small band of 
desperate people, as he put it, are bent on ship- wreck- 
ing this nation.
